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REMARKS 

This paper cancels previously rejected claims 1-7, 10, 12-14, 16 and 17, which rejections 
were affirmed by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (the "Board") in the Decision 
on Appeal that issued on August 29, 201 1 (the "Decision"). This paper also amends previously 
rejected claim 18, which rejection was overturned by the Board's Decision, to correct a 
typographical error, and adds new claims 22-28 which depend from claim 18. Support for this 
amendment can be found throughout the specification as originally filed, including original 
claims 2-7. No new matter has been added.
